SCHOOL REPORT: 


In presenting our annual report, we are pleased to state 
that our teachers, in most cases, have labored earnestly; a 
good degree of interest has been maintained by the pupils 
and satisfactory work has been the result. Parents have also 
shown much interest, thus aiding in many ways the success 
of the schools 

On account of scarlet fever, the opening of the fall term at 
Flaghole was delayed two weeks as per order board of 
Health. With this exception the schools have all been in ses- 
sion the same length of time. 

The crowded condition of the Centre school necessitated 
the dividing of this school, consequently a primary school 
was established as had been done in the past, although this 
has not been necessary for a number of years until this time. 

No change has been made in text books, with the excep- 
tion of readers. Harper’s, Barnes’ and Swinton’s are now in 
use. 

Needed repairs have been made, and work is still being 
done upon two of the school-houses, which, however, will 
soon be completed; circumstances preventing this being done 
at an earlier date. 

We recommend that $500 be raised and appropriated for 
support of schools, and $200 for repairs upon school-houses,
